FOREST  PROTECTION 


LAWS  FORBIDDING  THE  DESTRUCTION 
OF  TIMBER  IN  EUROPE. 


Cairo  has  an  entertainment  every  Fri¬ 
day  afternoon  whioh  draws  welL  It  is 
the  function  of  the  howling  and  whirl¬ 
ing  dervishes  in  the  moeque  of  Kasr-el- 
Ain,  un  the  road  to  old  Cairo,  near  the 
bank  of  the  Nila  There  were  formerly 
two  entertainments,  one  of  the  howlers, 
the  other  of  the  whirlera  I  do  not  know 
how  they  happened  to  be  united.  I  sup¬ 
pose  it  came  from  the  tendency  toward 
consolidation  and  combination  so  preva¬ 
lent  in  these  timea  It  is  much  more 
convenient  now.  In  the  farmer  timer 
tourism  were  obliged  to  hurry  from  one 
to  the  other,  as  they  both  came  off  at 
the  same  hour.  Now  they  can  go  leisure¬ 
ly  after  an  early  lunch.  We  assembled 
with  100  or  tOO  of  our  fellow  travelers 
at  the  appointed  hour,  or  rather  some 
time  before,  in  order  to  secure  good 
seats. 

The  performance  is  given  in  a  circu¬ 
lar  room  crowned  by  a  lofty  dome. 
Chairs  are  supplied  for  a  moderate  sti¬ 
pend.  On  the  occasion  when  we  assisted 
there  were  about  80  performers.  The 
leader  of  the  troop  was  a  very  respect¬ 
able  looking  man.

But  the  eon 
looks  very  small  when  viewed  from 
Uranus — only  one  four-hundredth  as 
large  as  it  appean  to  ua  Still  it  sheds 
[  upon  that  planet  1,800  times  as  much 
light  ss  the  full  moon  sends  to  the 
earth,  so  that  daylight  upon  Uranus,  I 
while  faint  compared  with  the  bias*  of 
a  terrestrial  noonday,  is  nevertheless  a 
very  respectable  kind  of  illumination. 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  telescope  is  able 
to  show  us  very  little  of  the  detail  of 
the  surface  of  Uranus.  Some  faint  bands 
or  belts,  just  visible  with  the  most  pow¬ 
erful  instruments,  are  all  that  can  be 
made  out  If  we  oould  visit  Uranus,  we 
should  probably  be  greatly  surprised,  if 
not  greatly  disappointed.  Its  average 
density  is  but  a  trifle  in  exosss  of  that  I
